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It Must. Not Happen Here Next Year. 


Now that the tour of the English,;ieam has finished, and we are “back in 
our own backyard,” it is time for us to take stock of our gains from the tour, 
and to‘look around for means to prevent a repetition of New South Wales 
domination of Australian Soccer affairs in future. 

What have we as a State gained by the visit? 

That is a question that will take some answering. I have watched carefully 
during the few games I have seen since the Englishmen’s visit for signs of 
our boys having learned any lesson from the play of our visitors, but I am 
afraid I have looked in vain. We still see the hopeless and useless ballooning 
of the ball, and find these high flown kicks receiving the applause of some of 
our misguided spectators. In the matter of positional play and ball distribution 
we still find our fellows proceeding in the same old way. 

If the recent visit is to benefit ‘soccer, our players will have to bring into 
operation the finer points shown us by the visitors. 

‘We have a lot to learn yet, and the sooner our players realise this the 
sooner Australian soccer in general will be in a position to meet international 
visitors on reasonable terms. 

Regarding the attitude of New South Wales in the matter of the recent 
tour, I would like to stress a few main points that in my opinion are vital to 
all States. 

I. We and the other State organisations must insist that in future when 
a touring team is here, all States must have an equal opportunity to allow their 
players a chance to show the Australian selectors their ability. We must on 
no account tolerate a similar situation as existed this year. 

Imagine an Australian trial game being staged between N.S.W. and Aus- 
tralia. Why? That is a-question that has completely baffled all outside N.S.W. 

I spent a couple of weeks in Sydney during the Englishmen’s visit, and 
all the time you could sense that superiority complex of the people there. 

Why cannot we in soccer do as they do in other codes? 

2. We must have a regular interchange of visits between the States: we are 
entitled to it and should continue to press our demands along with other States, 

3. Every State in the Commonwealth has a right to equality of treatment, 
and should see to it that they get it. 

4. Next season it is expected that a South African team will visit Australia, 
and now is the time for our representatives on the Australian Association to

The visit of the “Kangaroos” (Mr. W. R. Thomas's holiday team) to New 
Zealand has aroused keen interest in Victorian soccer circles, for it was hoped 
that it might be the forerunner of other similar parties. 

Victorians has a whole wished the team well and took the blessing of the 
V.A.S.F.A. with them. Their record in New Zealand to date is good, with

Enthusiasm for the team, however, must be tinged with resentment at the 
action of the New Zealand Press ‘billing’: this team as “Victoria,” and the “Vic- 
torian Association Team,” etc., in its efforts to publicise the tour in our sister 
Dominion, for it*would be expected naturally that the New Zealand Soccer 
Association would inform the Press that they were misrepresenting the tour to 
such an extent that the same misrepresentation was being copied in the New 
South Wales and Victorian Press tc the detriment of the V.ASF.A. 

That the N.Z.S.F.A. have not so informed the New Zealand Press of their 
mistake puts that body in a very bad light, for it would thereby be seen that 
in their effort to ensure good “gates” for the tour they are prepared to subscribe 
to this misrepresentation (despite the initial assurances of Mr. W. R. Thomas 
to the contrary). If this is correct, such lack of a correction on the part of 
the N.Z.S.F.A. borders very closely on the verge of sharp practice. 

Last week the League fixtures finished with the exception of one or two 
postponed games, and today the Dockerty Cup competition commences with six 
games in the first round. The winners’ of these games will progress into the

The dominant impression in my mind as the present 
season progresses is one of frustration. Omitting the 
visit of the English team, what important progressive 
move has the season's work shown compared with the previous 
year? I am afraid the answer must be, very few. Last year the Sandringham 
club organised and carried through a wholly successful “Junior Carnival.” 
This year apparently the effort was too great for any club to 
undertake. Sandringham is also the only club, to my _ knowledge, 
that has at least taken the initial steps to securing its own ground. 
The’ Association finds itself homeless (largely, I think, because of the lack of 
foresight by its predecessors). Is it endeavouring to free itself from this con- 
dition? There is very little evidence to that effect. The second oval at Olympic 
Park has been idle on Saturdays a number of times this season. Were we 
side-stepped by the authorities for the use of it? If so, is forceful action 
being taken to prevent a recurrence of this state of affairs? Are the meetings 
of Council so taken up by club matters and routine administrative details, that 
no time can be found for planning the vital moves by which our game can 
expand? CGandidly, the impression formed is of a lot of people working hard 
and getting nowhere. 

I feel that in the coming off-season very active work must be done to remedy 
these matters, and that we have got to act boldly now or fade out for ever. 
I do not profess to know all the answers to these questions, but I do feel that 
they are not being tackled vigorously. I would like other views on these 
matters, and think that a good medium for expressing them would be a general 
meeting to be called by Council. There we could all express our views and 
endeavour to formulate a progressive plan for the off-season.
